1ight:o.f comment is furnished by g PRAVDA editorial, broadcast widely 
on 17 &id 18 December, which reports the incident as new evidence of 
American barbarity and f u l l  exposure of the hypocritical a t t i tude of 
the United States  i n  the U.N. Much ado is made of the fac t  that  the 
victimized prisoners were guilty only of singing patr iot ic  songs and 
had made no ef for t  to escape or  r iot .  Moscow makes no threats of re= 
prisals  nor is there any concerted attempt to exploit *he incident as 
evidence of a U.S. intent to  expand the w a r ,  Instead Pongam is said 
t o  give new impetus  t0 the peoplels desire for an immediate end to  the 
conflict, 
'fhe Soviet proposal calling fo r  United Nations' condemnation o f  the Pongam 
incident e l i c i t s  a PRAVDA edi tor ia l  which asserts t h a t  the U.S. suffered a 
"moral and pol i t ica l  defeat!! despite the vote, Specific mention is made 
of the Arab-Asian bloc's fa i lure  to  sustain the U.S. position.
